THE insidious propaganda of Amer- 
ican militariam has received a pow- 
erful impetus through the destruction 
of American lives as a result of the 
war-operations in Europe. The jingo 
press of the country is busily engaged in 
reckless efforts to turn the cri^n of natur- 
al indignation of the people into a savage 
howl of revenge. Short-sighted "pa- 
triots" and professional militarists are in- 
flaming; the minds and blinding the reason 
of theur fellow citiaens by appeals to na- 



tional vanity. The sinister influences of 
the armament ring work through thous- 
ands of hidden channels to stimulate a 
war sentiment, which to it means busi- 
ness and profits. 

In this grave hour of national crisis, the 
Socialist Party of the United States raises 
its voice in solemn and emphatic protest 
against this dangerous and criminal agi- 
tation, and proclaims its undying opposi- 
tion to militarism and war.

Hence arise the commercial struggles 
between the nations, the rivalries for the 
acquisition of foreign colonies, the efforts 
to defend and extend the oversea "posses- 
sions;" the policies of imperialism, the 
conflicts for commercial supremacy, ever 
growing more intense and fierce as the na-

No. no, 
the fight between man and dollar, justice 
and tyranny in the Dominion of Rocke- 
feller, geographically known as Colorado, 
i» as stubbornly coRt?!*?<! tcday as T^^hcn 
Kockatelier s pnvatc army of assassins, 
in a military uniform, sent death and de-

and Waloenburg. 

Though peace has been declared, the 
assassins of justice are conducting a re- 
lentlcsa war. The methods now pursued 
are somewhat different from tiiooe of the 
previous Colorado strikes. Formerly the. 
''agitators** were forcibly driven out of the 
state. 

A***} ^ihist S- Bn litiing wklkiti a 
few feet of the infamoua Sherman BcU, 
under whose order the deportations of 
strikers were conducted. He was then ad- 
jutant general of the state militia and did 
his work so well that he is now a common 
guamaa for an express company. The 
mine owners* aaaociation is through with 
him. He is no longer of any value to 
Rockefeller and colleagues. It was Sher- 
man BeO who is credited with having said

IN THE RECENT strike the miners 
were not deported. The strikers did what 
American subjects have a legal right to do 
— arm themselves for the protection of 
their lives and the lives of those depend- 
ant ypon ihcm. 

The Rockefeller agents are now adopt- 
ing a different method of execution. It 
is a more polished rm^.'jd snd bring? the 
same results. 

The courts are now used to crush 
those who have the temerity to proclaim 
the rights of man. 

A short tame ago Zancannelli was 
tried for the murder of O. W. Belcher, 
.*he..3a;dwin - Felts thug imported into 
Colorado from West Virginia. It was 
Belcher and Belk who shot Gerald Lippi- 
'^tiii, df'JAtot! iraiet. (or (iHKli 1R ttiC V^fCM 
in "Trinidad a month before the strike 
broke out. 

Belcher was immediately released on 
bond. Zancannelli was held in jail for 
nearly i8 months before he was tried. The 
first trial resulted in a htmg jury. He 
was tried again by a hand-picked jtiry, 
fotmd guilty and sentenced for life. 

Let it be r em em ber ed that Jesse North- 
cutt. Rockefeller's attorney, was appoint- 
ed special prosecutor., litis same Jesse 
Northcutt was in company with Belcher 



when machine guns were transported 
from Trinidad to Walsenburg. 

Jesse Northcutt, the representative of 
Rockefeller, is made the representative of 
the state in the prosecution of a person 
who is charged with having killed one of 
his (Northcutt's) partners in crime. 

THE NEXT MOVE is the prosecution 
and conviction of John R. Lawson for the 
alleged killing cf Johr. Min^rrso, z f •inrr^n. 
a colleague oi butcher Linderfeld. 

Lawson i? more '"pocent of ♦h?t 
charge than R«tJk>,:clIcr i.-.d ?Jorii.cutt. 
I deariy recall the incident, for I was in 
the Colorado strike gone at the time. It 
happened the day after the mine guards 
had killed three miners in the streets of 
Walsenburg. Not a shot was fired from 
the miners' side. 

At the time it was the consensus of 
opinion that Ntnuno was killed by one of 
hU own crowd. No matter what hap-

At any rate. John Lawson has been 
tried, foimd guilty and sentenced to hard 
labor for life. 

Now, it cannot be said that Lawson 
was convicted because he is a socialist, for 
he is not. 

John Lawson is very conservative pol- 
itically. In the igia Presidential election 
he served on the State Advisory Commit- 
tee of the Democratic party that helped

Fred Farrar was elected attorney gen- 
eral at that time. Farrar was the only 
candidate elected on the democratic tick- 
et last fall. 

Lawson did not join the Socialist par- 
ty during nor since the strike. Political- 
ly he is still very conservative.

Brutal 
and lustful foremen had taken advantage of their poverty, induc- 
ing some of them to yield to their bestial demands.^ The girls 
finally went on strike; and as usual, an obliging judge issued an 
injunction denying those girls every vestige of human liberty.

On the afternoon of 
the flrat daj. the convention ad- 
journed to tmke part In the womaq 
auffrage parade. A dancing party 
wa* given In honor of the delegate* 
the flrat night and the cloaing night 
a banquet wa* held. The comradca 
of Philadelphia gave the delegatea 
a royal reception. The Philadelphia 
League spent about 1200 for the af- 
fair, all the expenaea of delegatea 
being paid. 

A num-ber of resolutions were 
passed, among them being one pror- 
Ming that no intoxicating liquors 
shall ever bo aold at any Y. P. S. L. 
affair; opposition to any organisa- 
tion fostering militarism; request- 
ing President Wilson to call a con- 
gress of representatives of neutral 
natlona to take steps tu end the war; 
asking the Governor of Pennsylva- 
nia to take some action toward re- 
lieving unemployment: urging every 
member of the League over 21 yeara 
of age to join the Socialist Party 
and to also Join the labor union 
covering their field of work. 

Following the lead of the McKees- 
port Y. P. S. L.. the Philadelphia 
League* have started a campaign 
to raise |5,000 for a headquartera 
of their own. and also have launch- 
ed a fight to increase their mem- 
bership to 1,500.
